LONDON, July 5. A dispatch from Shanghai, 


dated the 4th, announced that the British legation 
with 1600 refugees was still safe. 


SHANGHAI, July 5. Emperor Kwang Su com- 


mitted suicide by taking opium under the compul- 
sion of Prince Tuan, June 19. 


The empress dowager also took poison, but is 


still alive, though reported to be insane from the 
effect of the drug. 


The above has been officially reported to the- 


consular staff. 


WASHINGTON, July 5. The navy department 


has received the following from Admiral Kempff: 
"Chefoo,--Meyers of the Oregon commands the 
force at Pekin. 
Captain Hall and Dr. Lippitt also 


there. (Signed,) 
Kempff." 


London, July 5—The oft Repeated story of the massacre of all the whites In 


Pekin is being retold today with a circumstantiality that almost con- 
vinces those who have hitherto refused to credit the sickening tales. The only 
hopeful feature that the evil news is not a fact is that it conies from Chinese 
sources at Shanghai, but it is realized that even if the tragedy has not yet 
been enacted it cannot long be delayed unless help is to come from unknown 
sources. 


Even the holding of Tien Tsin against the overwhelming hordes now seems 


to be a very remote possibility, while the safety of other treaty ports are 
seriously threatened. 


A dispatch from Chefoo, dated yesterday, voices the fear that in view of the 


imminent summer rains it will be impossible for the joint forces to advance 
to Pekin until autumn. 


According to reports from Shanghai a Chinese army is marching southward 


from Pekin and has reached Lofa, This presumably is General Neih's force. 
Changs force is enroute to attack Tern Tsin. 


Another force of 30,000 Chinese from Lutia which appeared 
northeast of 


Tien Tsin, is reported to have beera driven back by combined forces of Rus- 
sia and Japan. The losses to the in-jlfernais were heavy. 


The native city when captured was a horrible spectacle, Chinese bodies 


were lying thick. 


A news agency dispatch from Shanghai says: "With the last reinforce- 


ments the force investing the Pekin legation numbers 80,000 men. But for 
the opportune arrival of the Japanese, the place would have been captured 
long since. Heavy fighting resulted in filling the legation with wounded. All 
the persons connected with the palace are pro-boxers, even the princes and 
dukes are everyone woshipping the god of the boxer."

Washingon, July 5—The brief line

BUT PUTS IMPERIALISM TO THE FRONT 


Democratic Platform Decided Upon Today and Bryan 


Wins. 
Convention Adjourned to Await 


the Platform Report 


Kansas City, Mo., July 5—The resolutions committee of the democratic na- 


tional convention decided early this morning, by a vote of 26 to 22, at 3.30 
o'clock, for one explicit declaration forfree silver coinage at the ratio of 16 to 
1. Judge Van Wyck spoke strongly against it and Senator Black burn was in 
its favor. 


The plank agreed upon is as follows: "We reiterate the demand of the 


platform of 1896 for an American financial system, made by the American, peo- 


ple for themselves, which shall restore and maintain the bimettalic price level 


and, 
as a part of such system, the immediate restoration of free and unlimi 


ted coinage of silver and gold at the present legal ratio of 16 to 1, without 
waiting for the aid or consent of any other nation," 


A sub-committee, consisting of Jones Blackburn, Metaclf, Gerrard, 
Van 


Wyck, Stone, Williams McGetterick and Tlllman was appointed to draft the 
platform. 


The platform committee has changed the 'order ot presentation of the sub- 


jects. It has placed the question of imperialism in the front place making It 
this way, as also by actual declaration, the paramount issaa. It says: "While 
other issues are vital, the question of imperialism strikes the very_ existence 
of the icnublic." 


The committee on resolutions completed Its work on the platform at 110 


o'clock and adjourned sine die. The vote on the adoption of the report was 
unanimous. The conservative element of the committee on platform was 
highly pleased over the making of imperialism tha Issue of primal Import- 
ance and some of them express the opinion that tills declaration will be

AWFUL CHINESE ATROCITIES 


Wbat a Boxer Saw Who Witnessed 


the Kane TaAatt Trasedy. 


The Shanghai Mercury says that a 


member of the Boxers' society who 
saw the murder of Eev. Mr. Ellis of 
tha London mission and of a Chinese 
missionary at Kuag Tsun gave the fol- 
lowing account of the tragedy to a 


"'On the twelfth day. of the fourth 


moon the Boxers, numbering 57, cross- 
ed the river Tsun and met the two mis- 
sionaries in a boat. They knew the 
Chinese was a Christian and at once 
attacked him, wounding him with their 
swords. Then they, dragged him out of 
the boat and tied him to a tree at the 
river side. Then Mr. Ellis was tied 
with him, and Mr. Chao, another Chi- 
nese missionary, was found. 


"His toes and thumbs were bound 


together, and he was carried to a tree 
near where the others were hung up. 
The arms of the missionaries were cut 
off, their heads hewn off, and after the 
bodies had been disemboweled they 
were cast into the river. The chapel 
of the mission was demolished, and the 
Boxers went on their way."

A3 
the orator sought to proceed t"he efforts 
to see the full face of tfie leaders caused 
much commotion. At last the uproar 
quieted and Orator Hampton, youthful

•which, 124 years ago, made America free. 


Quickly following this came anoiheu 


outburst as a young woman from Nevr 
York mounted the platform and sang the 
"Star Spangled Banner." Deafening 
cheers greeted the song, and as the last 
line died a\\ ay and the singer turned tha 
strains to those of "America" the vast 
audience with one accord took up the in- 
spiring air.

Wh«n the cornmittfietreassembled Mr. 


Metcalf presented tfiffdnaf tiof a platform 
covering all quetetions off public interest. 
•which draft all the me-mfoers accepted as 
Mr Bryan's expression >upon this ques- 
tion. Mr. Gtrard of Georgia also pre- 
sented a platform, as did Mir". Van Wyck 
of New York. All ttese documents took 
practically the same grourid upon all 
questions except that of'finance. 
Mr, 


Metcatf's declaration was for the re- 
affirmation of the Chicago-platform In 
letter and spirit, and it emphasized and 
re-Iterated specifically the declaration 
for the free coinage of I silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1. Both the OTner drafts simply 
reaffirmed! the Chicagcxplatf orm without 
reference to the ratio. The reading of 
Mr. "Van Wyck's document 'brougnt Mr, 
Ball of Texas to his fee* with the sug- 
gestion that the financial'question should 
be taken up and passed upon. He said 
it was apparent to all that there was no 
division upon any other platform ques- 
tion, and that with the financial plank 
disposed of the preparation of the re- 
mainder of the platform would he merely 
a matter of clerical work. 


This suggestion was adopted and th« 


committee entered upon tfie effort to 
settle the question of ratio. 


The session proved a very interesting 


one, and many speeches were made. Mr. 
Van Wyck lead off with a brief state- 
ment, saylns that while in his platform 
he bad referred to four issues as prom- 
inent, namely, those of imperialism 
militarism, trusts and the "finances, ht 
considered; that only three of these wera 
of current consequence, believing that 
the money question had been crowded 
into the background by other subjecta 
•which had pressed to the front during 
the past four years. 


Upon all questions other than that 


pertaining to finances, the three plat- 
forms presented were practically the 
same, except that Van Wyck's draft 
did not cover so many questions as did 
the other two. 


Mr. MetcaJf's copy, after re-affirming 


the Chicago platform and referring es- 
pecially to the ratio in the coinage of th-a 
metals, denounces the trusts in drastic 
language, and in the same connection 
refers to the protective tariff as one of 
the principal supports of the trust sys- 
tem. 
It also condemns the alleged 


tendency of the present Republican ad- 
ministration toward imperialism and th« 
increase of the standing army. 
Sym- 


pathy is expressed for the Boers in their 
struggle with Gi-eat Britain, and tha 
president is condemned for his failuro 
to take decisive steps looking toward 
the manifestation of the sympathy of 
the American people with the people of 
the Transvaal. 


In connection with the expression on 


the Boer question the assertion is made 
that it ia evident to all men that a se- 
cret alliance exists between the Me-Kin- 
ley administration and the British gov- 
ernment, and this alliance is denounced 
as revolting and repulsive to all liberty- 
loving people.

ernment of the United States, similar to 
that which is vouchsafed by us to th« 
South American republics. 


Planke have been suggested covering

The demonstration made over Hill In

"Sixteen to One." 


Following la the address of Permanent 


Chairman Richardson: 


The last great national contest for 
•upremacy was fought mainly upon one 
Issue—that Is to say one Issue was para- 
mount in the struggle. That issue was 
familiarly called, "16 to 1." It Involved 
the qu°Ftlon of the free coinage of a;u!d 
an* silver at a ratio of 16 parts of stiver 
ts 1 part of gold. 
The momentous Issue this year la again 
18 to I, but the 16 parts to the 1 part of 
thin campaign are wholly different from 
those of 1898. I will first refer to the 16 
parts and then to the 1 part. These IS 
parts are: 
First—We Mave the issue fraught with 
indescribable importance to our people 
native born, and those who have for 
patriotic reasons cast their fortunes 
with us mainly, that of the republic 
against the empire. On this part alone 
of the 16, If there were no other, we con- 
fidently expect to win a sweeping vic- 
tory In November. The Republican 
party stands for empire. The Demo- 
crni.ii, party stands for the republic, for 
disposed of. But even In this there wna 
the declaration oi independence, and the 
constitution oi our country.

care given by those with whom we con- 
tend to the combinations of corporation! 
and companies into powerful organiza- 
tions familiarly known as trusts. 
Under three years of Republican rula 
trusts have been propagated and fos- 
tered by legislate until they not only 
dominate all markets, both the buying 
and selling, but defy the very power of 
the government Itself. 
The farcical efforts put forth by the 
Republican pairty in an alleged attempt 
to restrain them in the dying hours of 
the late session of congress only excited 
ridicule and contempt. 
Third—Called to power March i 1897, 
under a pledge to referm the currency, 
they seized the first opportunity to fasten 
upon the land the highest protective 
tariff law ev&r put upon the statute books 
of any country.

It has erected in its stead the 
single standard of gold, and b*s en- 
deavored to "destroy all hope of ,bimetal- 
Hsm. In doing this it has built up a 
powerful national bank trust, and haa 
given us a currency based upon the 
debts and liabilities of the government. 
We stand for bimetallism and not for 
a monometallic standard of either one 
the other metal.

Fifth—The dominant party has re- 
cently made tne fraudulent declaration 
that it favored the Monroe doctrine, and 
1 st their president and secretary of 
state have done all in their power to 
nullify and abrogate that famous and 
1'iuch revered Democratic doctrine. We 
stand for this doctrine In Us essence and 
form, and demand its rigid enforcement. 
Sixth—In order to obtain place and 
power they pledged themselves, In the 
interest of an expanding commerce, to 
c onstruct a waterway to connect the two 
great oceans.

Ninth—When congress last asBetflbl^d 
the president in his first utterance ad- 
dressed to the representatives fresh from 
the people solemnly urged upon tliem 
that it was their plain duty to give free 
trade to Porto Rico. His party leaders, 
quick to obey his injunction, made ready 
to comply wath his 
recommendations. 
But in a night the mighty magnates of 
the trusts swept down upon Washing- 
ton and interposed their strong: arm, and 
plain duty vanished like mist before the 
rising run. 
The president wheeled into line, the 
Republican party reversed Us policy and 
set up a tariff wall between the island 
of Porto Rico and the remainder of tne 
United Stal/ss. 
Tenth—They wholly failed to tell the 
country what their policy is In respect 
to the Philippine islands. For two yeai s 
by their equivocating policy, and no 
policy at aM, they have continued in that 
archipelago a war, expensive in human 
blood, as well as in money. Incompe- 
tent to deal with thia question, and too 
cowardly to avow their real purpose oK 
imperialism and militarism In dealing 
with these and kindred colonal ques-

This telegram has been received: 
"Shanghai, July 4,11-10 a. m., via Cha 


Poo.—Tien Tsln p.Hy fell between 7 and 
8 o'clock on the morning of June 30." 


It is understood that Shanghai un- 


doubtedly referred to the native city of 
Tien Tsin, from which the Chinese havo 
been bombarding the foreign quarter; 
and the dispatch is taken to mean that 
the allies are more than holding their 
own. 


Other advices received by way of 


Shanghai aver that th« Chlneae losses 
around Tien Tsin are between 7000 and 
8000, according to official estlimates. 


Official news received at Che Foo shows 


that the Chinese have been guilty of 
horrible cruelty towards the wounded 
and captured, subjecting them to the 
slicing process. Undfer this hideous rite 
the bodies of the fallen have been muti- 
lated. The Russians are retaliating by 
the wholesale shooting of natives. 


The situation, according to The Ex- 


press' correspondent, shows signs of 
drifting into barbarism and savagery. 
Revolting stones are told of barbarity 
practised upon Japanese and European 
prisoners captured on the way to Pekln, 
though It was not known before that 
Admiral Seymour lost any prisoners. 
The Chinese troops marching- towards 
Tien Tsin, the Chinses say, left behind 
them trails of rapine, flre and blood. 
Native women were ravished and chil- 
dren were cut in two.

This phenomenon does not bap- 
pen in every case, oat it does in a great 
many. 


"No, n&! I shall not go so fax as to 


eay that a premature burial bap never 
taken place, but it has not occurred BO 
often as is thought. I dare Bay it may 
occur in times of plagues and pesti- 
lences, .where the presumed; dead are 
burieii wHhia a few hours of death. 
That is •where much mischief lies. But 
when panic prevails- where does thought 
come -in? 


"In plagues, such as cholera, tbe 


state of collapse. is so profound that it 
may perfectly einlulate death itself, but 
the custom of burying tbe dead on-ths 
day of death is fortunately on thewane, 
even during advanced epidemics. It is 
probable that in tbe -absence- of medical 
aid in panic times in conn try places 
abroad it has led to living burial — in- 
deed it must have done. But the lasts 
end of all under snob conditions is mer- 
ciful, for it must not be forgotten that 
if you are 'unconscious' only while be- 
ing hermetically sealed in your coffin 
you will never again experience volun- 
tary motion or sensation. 


"However, where the doctor can be 


consulted, living •• burial is impossible 
even in a cholera panic, for there are 
certain bodily movements which, gener- 
ally. occur after death from cholera, in 
the absence of which a medical man 
would hesitate to certify for burial. 


"In ages gone by and in uncivilized 


countries still it is possible that uncon- 
scious cataleptics, or persons drugged to 
apparent death, may have been and 
perhaps still are occasionally buried 
alive, but I do not believe that in our 
own country or in any civilized land 
such events are possible. 


"In Vienna the custom prevails of 


taking a body to the mortuary on the 
eve of burial, where it is 'tested.' 
Thimbles are placed on the fingers of 
the dead, to which are attached wires 
connected with the mortuary bells. 


"Have the bells ever rung? Yes, once. 
"It is impossible for a doctor to mis- 


take unconsciousness in its varied forms 
for death. 


"Some time ago it was suggested that 


a law should be passed making it com- 
pulsory for a medical man to test bodies 
before giving a certificate of death. 
Testing by electricity was thought of, 
but it is an open question yet whether 
electricity kills or only stuns. At all 
events, we in this country are not con- 
vinced that finch a test would be satis- 
factory or afford sufficient evidence of 
death, although it has its value. On the 
other hand, I don't think legislation of 
this kind is necessary. It would cer- 
tainly reflect upon tbe medical profes- 
sion. 


"The Viennese custom is a wise one, 


and I should like to see it more gener- 
ally adopted."

What may be called the first national 


convention was not held by either of 
the great parties. It was conducted 
by whsrt was loicwn as the Anti-Ma- 
sonic party and was held In Baltimore 
in September, 1831. Delegates attend- 
ed from every state (not chosen, how- 
ever, on a basis of electoral strength), 
a president and vice president were 
nominated, and a platform was adopt- 
ed.

The United States has formally noti- 


•fied the powers of her 
attitude to 


iChina. The notification, cabled to 


United States' representatives at all 


-" the capitals for transmission to the gov 


ernments to which they are accredited, 
contain these important points: 


"The United States does not recog- 


nize the existence of a state of war. 


"The United States has not sent 


troops and ships to China to make war 
upon her. They are sent to look out 
,for Americans and their interests, and 
to assist the legal government in es- 
liablishing and maintaining order, 
1 "The United States will withdraw 
from China when peace is restored." 


This is regarded in Washington as a 


•bold stroke of diplomacy, that it paac- 
' tlcally serves notice on the powers that 
the United States is opposed to the par- 
tition of China but favors- the integrity 


of the empire on the restoration of 
•peace. 


It is to the interests of the United 


States that China be saved from par- 
itition among the powers, therefore it 
is to our interest to regard the present 
'trouble as a state of insurrection and 
'to hold to the position that, while we 
may kiBl Chinese on their own soil in 


j the rescuing and protecting of Ameri- 
' cans, we are not at war with China. 


i To recognize officially a state of war 


L would be to ,m«te all the powers into 


• the row in a scramble for what they 


could get and our treaty rights in 


3] China would disappear with the dis- 


leppearance of the government with 
(which they were negotiated. 


But if we are not at war with China, 
I end are not going to war Witt her, 
w"what is to prevent the kaiser, for in- 
etance, from going to war with her?

PICTURE HANGING. 


By hanging pictures low you increase 


the apparent height of the room. 


The center of the picture, as a rule, 


should not be much above the level of the 
eye. 


A good hue for walls where prints or 


photographs are to be hung is a rich yel- 
low brown or a leather color. Luster to 
the black of the print 'or the tone of the 
photograph is thus imparted. 


Colored pictures should not be hung 


in hallways or in staircases unless there 
is plenty of light for them. 
In such 


places strong photographs, engravings 
and drawings in black and white go best. 


A picture should not be hung from one 


nail. The diamond lines formed by the 
cord have a very discordant effect Two 
nails and two vertical cctrds, or, what is 
far more safe, pieces of wire cordage, 
should be used instead of the single cord. 


Picture cords should be as near the 


color of the wall upon which they are put 
as possible, so that they*may be but little 
seen. When one picture is hung beneath 
another, the bottom one should be hun? 
from the one above and not from the 
top. 
Thus we avoid multiplying the 


cords, which is always objectionable.

The contractors are authorized 
to commence their work at the inter- 
section of the present road from Adams 
and the proposed new county highway 
as surveyed by the engineers. 


The senior member of the firm when 


asked about the work said that they 
would be ready to fcfcgia on the job in 
about a week and would give employ- 
ment to thirty or more hands and two 
teams. The plans and specifications for 
the construction of the entire highway 
were submitted by Civil Engineer Har- 
vey E. Jenks, and met with the ap- 
prtval of the bog^rd.

hand are smokestacks of iron or of 
steel. It may be that an establishment 
pnis ia a bigger boiler and wants a big- 
ger Htaok, if i) is using a steel or an 
iron stack, the old one ia taken down 
ssrsf ally and a new one eefr up. The old 
stack may be sold to A dealet in second- 
hand boilers and machinery, or the 
owner may keep it and nil it himself 
to Eomsbody that wants a secondhand 
smokestack. If it is Pold to a dealer, he 
may remove it to his own yard, or it 
may be that the original owner keeps it 
on his premises until the dealer has 
sold it. A manufacturer may move from 
one place to another and sell the old 
plant, or pasta of it. Here would be a 
secondhand smokestack. 
Secondhand 


stacks are bought by various users. It 
may be that the smokestack of an estab- 
lishment is worn out and that the boiler 
la not and that a secondhand stack 
would last out the life of the boiler. In 
such a case tho user would get a second- 
hand stack if he could find one suitable. 
Secondhand stacks may be used with 
various temporary plants set up by con- 
tractors and others. A smokestack may 
be blown down in a windstorm and the 
user supply the place of it with one 
bought secondhand. 


A steel or iron stack costs about hall 


as much tte a brick stack. A secondhand 
iron stack costs about half as much as a 
new one. Stacks of metal are made now 
usually of steel. The steel used costs 
now less than wrought iron. There is 
an increasing use of steel instead of 
brick stacks. Steel stacks up to 6 and 7 
feet in diameter would be classed as 
portable stacks ; larger stacks would be 
of more or less 'permanent character. 
Steel smokestacks are now made up to 
18 feet in diameter. Very large smoke- 
stacks may be lined with brick. 


Secondhand smokestacks up to 2 feet 


In diameter are likely to be found in 
stock in the yard of the dealer in second- 
hand boilers and machinery, and he ia 
likely to have stacks of larger sizes else- 
where. There is always a demand for 
secondhand smokestacks. — New York 
Sun. _

Pr. J. F. Thomson, Wfeo Ha« Spent 


Nearly Half a Century in the Soatn 
American Republic, Tell* of th,e 
Condition* There—Glorious Cllmat* 
of the Country. 
Dr. J. F. Thomson, who has spent 45 


years of his life in Argentina, 35 yeara 
of which have be«n devoted to mission- 
ary work, lectured recently at the Met- 
ropolitan M. E. church in Washington 
principally on religious conditions in 
the South American republic. 
After 


the lecture he discussed the republic 
and its future entertainingly. 


"Argentina," he said to a reporter of 


the Washington Post, "stands in South 
America not only as the first free na- 
tion, bat as the liberator and founder 
of other nations that today are free, 
and well may the lovers of freedom in 
the whole Latin race be proud of her. 
But she is also the first in educational 
advantages. Her public schools, her 
colleges and universities are the best, 
in the Spanish speaking world. 


"About 30 years ago, when General 


Banntento was in Washington as Ar- 
gentina minister, he was elected pres- 
ident by his fellow citizens. 
He took 


up the exalted duties of his office full 
of the inspirations he had received in 
this country, and one of the first things 
he did was to give Dr. William Good- 
fellow, an American missionary re- 
turning to the United States, a com- 
mission to send out a number of edu- 
cated 
women, to establish normal 


schools in Argentina, which they did, 
and were royally rewarded for their 
labor. That the deserving poor might 
not be debarred the privileges of that 
kind of training numerous scholarships 
were established, the holders of which 
received $300 a year from the govern- 
ment and all the books they needed in 
a five yeys' course of study. As the 
result of the good work going on for 
the third of a century there are more 
highly educated young women in that 
republic than in any other country in 
South America, 
Similar institutions 


exist for young men, and the govern- 
ment is exceedingly generous In the 
encouragement of talent in every use- 
ful department of study. 


"Argentina is the land of plenty} 


plenty of room and plenty of food. If 
the actual population were divided into ' 
families of ten persons, each would 
have a farm of eight square miles, 
with 10 horses, 54 cows and 186 sheep, 
and after they had eaten their fill of 
bread they would have half a ton of 
wheat and corn to sell or send to the ,' 
hungry nations.

abundance of peaches, oranges, grapes 
and figs. Where there is one such fam- ! 
lly now 40 if they will cultivate the 1 
eight miles may live opulently hi the j 
future.

not harmful to life.

"The United States, Russia and India i 


must reckon with Argentina as a i 
wheat producer. With a population of 
less than 6,000,000 she already exports 
100,000 tons of that grain in a year. It 
Is a delight often met with there to 
look on a field of 20 square miles, with 
the golden ears standing even and close 
together, and not a weed nor a stump 
of a tree nor a stone as big as a man's 
fist to be seen or found 4n the whole 
area. When the harvest Is ready, the 
Italians come over in shiploads to reap 
it When their task is done, they stuff 
their working clothes into an old wheat 
sack and, with their pockets full of 
money, return to Italy to repeat the 
operation there.

In boots 
and shoes, in whose manufacture you 
lead the world, and the superiority of 
your products is fully recognized down 
there, 6,584 dozen pairs are annually 
imported from France, Italy and Eng- 
land and only 137 dozen from this 
country.

Ing wool to be found In the world. The 
United States ought to and some day 
will seek to buy every ounce of that 
wool, work it Into cloth and sell it to 
the people in all this western continent 
This Is one of the greatest manufac- 
turing and business enterprises that 
yet lie Invitingly but undeveloped be« 
fore you." 


Interectinir Incident* In the 


Hear Admiral Philip'* Life. 


Tho late Bear Admiral John W. Phil-, 


Ip's life was full of Incidents showing! 
his well known characteristics — cour- 
age, self reliance, devotion to duty, 
consideration for others and a belief 
In practical Christianity— says the New 
York Tribune. 
He was a devoted 


church member and a habitual reader 
of the Bible. He never offered liquor 
to his guests and never swore, bis only 
expletive being "By cracky!" 


The following characteristic story is 


told of his visit to Galveston in the win- 
ter of 1897*8: On the day after tho 
blowing up of the battleship Maine one 
of the Galveston papers published an 
interview with Captain Philip. In tha 
same column was a story relating to 
certain conditions in the United States 
navy. The Information was such as 
no commander In the navy had any 
right to give. It did not come from 
Captain Philip; hut was simply a piece 
of reprint worked over from a New 
York paper. Captain Philip, unaware 
of this fact, feared that the disclosure 
might be attributed to him and woa 
considerably troubled, but he used no 
violent language. He simply sent a 
note to the reporter saying: 


Wbftn yon viigt tha Texas ^poin, over a cigar, 


I will have a "bone'to pW with thee; and, M 
the boy add, why did you do it? Ever elncertljr 
yours, 
J. W. PHILIP. 


In January, 18G8, while attached to 


the flagship Hartford in the Asiatic 
squadron, soon after the opening of the 
ports of Hiogo and Osaka, and when 
that vessel was lyjng off the mouth of 
the Osaka river, he showed conspicu- 
ous gallantry by going In command of 
one of the cutters to attempt the rescue 
of Rear Admiral Bell and other officers 
and sailors. The admiral and his stafE 
had left the ship to go to Osaka, six 
miles up the riv*r, on an official visit to 
Satsuma, the mikado's leading com- 
mander in the revolution, and in at- 
tempting to go through the breakers at 
the bar their boat broached to, and 
nearly all on board were drowned. 


The story of Captain Philip's utter- 


ances after the battle of Santiago gives 
him a high place In the hearts of re- 
ligious people. His "Don't cheer, boys; 
the poor devils are dying!" when the 
Almirante Oquendo of the Spanish 
fleet went on the beach and surrender- 
ed to the Texas, was the first After 
the battle the bugle sounded "All hands 
on deck!" and when officers and men 
had assembled' Captain Philip said: 


"I wish to make confession that I 


have implicit faith In God and in the 
officers and crew of the Texas, but my 
faith in you Is secondary only to my 
faith in God. We have seen what he 
has done for us in allowing us to 
achieve so great a victory, and I want 
to ask you all, or at least every man 
who has no scruples, to uncover his 
head with me and silently offer a word 
of thanks to God for his goodness to- 
ward us all." 


In speaking of this incident, Harry, 


W. Jones, chaplain of the Texas, sold: 
"I went imto the cabin after the cap- 
tain had gone there. Holding out my, 
hand to him, I said, 'Captain, I con- 
gratulate you, not only for your tre- 
mendous victory, but for the stand 
you took after the action.' His coun- 
tenance brightened up as he replied, 
•Why, chaplain, I was sure of it when 
I went on the bridge, for surely God 
has been with us, and it has been all 
on account of prayer.' "

The reconsidered vote at the 
meeting- of the council Tuesday eve- 
ning- was 14 to 3 in favor thus giving 
the appropriation therequire'? majority 
which it was unable to secure at the 
June ineeing. Those who voted against 
it were Councihnen Amadon., Dennett 
find Gave, all whom voted "no" in 
June. Mr. Perry who voted "no" in 
against it in June, was not present. 


A new champion of the opposition 


rose Tuesday evening1, Councilman 
Amadon, who simply voted against it 
in June, taking the floor in a long and 
forcetul argument against. 
He op- 


posed the appropriation on various 
grounds: that the 
cuy needed 
the 


money more for other things; that the 
City band did not give satisfaction; 
that the majority o£ the people did not 
want the band concerts, chat the coun- 
cil had no just rig-lit to discriminate 
in favor of one band add against an- 
other; and that threats of defeat at 
the polla had. been made against those 
councilmoii -A ho voted, against, through 
1 he new spapers, presumably 
at 
the 


dictation of the management c£ the 
band. 


This spe«ch brought on a debate 


whose vivid points seemed likely at 
thnpg tc rival the shocK of the ex- 
plosion of cannon crackers from the 
preliminary celebration of the Fourth 
outside and which at rrequent inter- 
vals reached the council chamber. 


\Then the band concert matter was 


reached in the order of business, Col- 
onef Bracfrwell rose, armed with the 
city solicitor, and said that although 
the latter was "only a lawyer" he was 
still the city solicitor and had come at 
the colonel's request to give his opin- 
ion on the matter. 


Mr. Amadon then lit the match to 


his assorment of Roman candles and 
Chinese bombs and the councilmen be- 
gan to look as though they longed for 
a cyclone cellar.
